TORPEDO PROTECTION. 


HOW THEY WILL BE PLACED TO PROTECT 
AMERICAN HARBORS. 


New Ton., Jan. 20.—Gen. ©. O. Comstock, 
President of the Mississippi River Commis 
sion and one of the best informed men in the 
country on this subject, said yésterday, when 
seen in the Army building: ‘‘Harbor de- 
fenses in case of war with Chili would be 
supplied by sinking lines of torpedoes about 
ten miles from shore, There are two kinds 
of torpedos and two waysof laying them. 
Some of them are oblong, some round. En- 
gland uses the former, we would probably 


use the round ones. Some are anchored just 
belew the surface of the water, others are 
placed on the bottom. The former explodes 
when struck dy a vessel, the latter are ex- 
ploded by electricity. 

The torpegoes would be loaded ona tug 
boat, taken out to sea * placed where the 
War Department thought best. Ihe navy 
would have little to do’ with the to oes. 
The engineer corps would be under the con - 
trol of the War partment, and woulu have 
to obey orders from the Department. I 
should think that the torpedoes used would 
be on an average of % inches in diameter. 
Of course there are larger torpedoes, and 
some such would be used, but the majority 
of them would be about that size. 

**Dynamite or gun-cotton, which isan ex- 
plosive about as terrible in its work of de- 
struction as dynamite, Is used in such tor- 

es. The torpedoes will hold from 500 to 
1,000 pounds of dynamite or gun-cotton. The 
air in the torpedoes keeps them afloat, so 
that it is pecessary to anchor them with 
pieces of cotton. The torpedoes would 
laced in a line, at about 100 to 200 feet apart, 
ust below the surface pf the water.

EQUIPPING THE DYNAMITE SHIP WITH ARMOR 
AND PROJECTILES. 


New Tom. Jan. ®.—The United States 
dynamite cruiser Vesuvius will be ready for 
active service in forty days. The delay is 
occasioned in providing the vessel with pro- 
ject hes and supplying a thin armor protec- 
along the sides in the wake of the machinery 
and boliers. The Vesuvius is in commission 
and can proceed to sea anyday. She has 
never heretofore been supplied with a full

The Vesuvius bas now been in commission 
for fully a yearanda half. She has never 
been supplied during that time with a full 
set of projectiles. Itis known that consider- 
able prejudice exists against the vessel, and 
that in the present instance Secretary Tracy 
ordered the supplying of the gun cotton 
shells. The Vesuvius is at present at the 
Brookiyn Navy Yard. She is commended by 
Lieut. Zaton Schroeder and carries a crew of 
about eighty men. Next to the torpedo boat 
Cushing the Vesuvius is the fastest vessel in 
the United States Navy. She has a mean av- 
erage of 21.6 knots per hour over a measured 
course. 

She carries three 15-inch guns, which is one 
of the most powerful batteries aficat.

Prince Albert Victor of Wales Buried 
To-Day. 


SIMPLE SERVICES WHERE THE SORROW 
WAS GENUINE. 


Rank Forgotten in the General Sympathy 
Princess May, the Dead Duke’s Be- 
trothed, a Pathetic Figure—Church of 
England Ritual Recited at Sandering- 
ham-—Chamber of Deputies Row. ° 


London, Jan. #,.—The funeral of Prince 
Albert Victor of Wales, Duke of Clarence 
and Avondale, eldest son of the Prince of 
Wales and heir presumptive to the throne of 
England, who diedat Sandringham Hall on 
Thursday last, took place to-day. 

The funeral ceremonies were commenced 
in Sandringham Parish Church, where the 
body has been lying since Saturday last, 
upon a bed of violets and lilies, ina plain 
but handsome oak coffin made frem wood cut 
Dear the spot wherethe young Prince died 
and fasbioned inthe neighboring village. 
The religious services in Sandringham 
Chureh were confined to members of the 


royal family and to the household of the 


Prince ot Wales. The Prince and Princess of 
Wales and her daughters, the Princess 
Louise (Duchess of Fife), the Princess Victo- 
ria and the Princess Maud were present. 
Prince George of Wales, the heir 
presumptive, looking quite delicate, 
and the poor little widowed bride, 
Princess Victoria May of Teck, otherwise and 
more generally known as Princess May, also 
attended the services in the little church at 
Sandringham and attracted much attention. 
People shook their heads gravely when they 
ndticed the traces which sickness had left 
upon the face of the ‘‘Silent Princess May,’’ 
and many were the words of sympathy ut- 
tered for her whose pretty face plainly 
showed signs of much weeping and deep- feit 
sorrow at the loss of her betrothed, The 
Princess of Wales to-day, and in fact since 
the young Prince’s death, has watched over 
and consoled Princess May like a mother car- 
ing for a well-loved child, forgetful of her own 
sorrow in the desire to relieve that of the 
grief-stricken betrothed of the dead Prince, 

After the prayers for the dead had been de- 
livered by the Rev. Fred A. Shervy, M. A., 
Domestic Chaplain to the Prince of Wales, 
the services were concluded with the reading 
ofthe psalms and with singing one hymp, 
most significant toall persons present. The 
hymn was: ‘*‘Thy Will Be Done. The 
mourners during the singing of this hymn, 
the music being beautitully and softly ren- 
dered from the organ, were weeping quietly 
as they struggled to suppress the emotion 
caused by the touching words. 

At the conciusion of the ceremonies at 
Sandringham the coffin was conveyed to 
Wolferton Station, where a special train was 
in waiting to convey the body to. Windsor. 
The route from Sandringham Church to 
Wolferton Derot was lined with crowds of 
people from the neighborhood and from 
London; the male portion of this concourse 
respectfully raisingtheir hats asthe body 
passed. 

It would be difficult to imagine a more sim- 
ple funeral service, in connection with roy- 
elty, than that witnessed at Sandringham 
this morning. The road tothe raliroad sta- 
tion was lined, not with troops or police, but 
by the school children of the neighborhood, 
who wore large black crepe roseites upon 
their left arms and who presented a most 
neat and attractive appearancein spite of 
the badge of mourning they carried. 

‘The body was taken to the station upon a 
gun carriage, like that of any officer of the 
army, and the Prince of Wales, accompanied 
by the Duke of Fife, walked the whole dis- 
tance, two miles, between the little church 
and the raliroad depot, directly behind the 
cofin. 

The other mourners followed the funeral 
cortege in carria.es. As the body passed on 
its way to the station the school children, 
tenants, servantsand villagers feli into line 
behind it and accompanied the remains to 
the spot where they were embarked upon 
the train. The funeral cars passed the out- 
skirts of London at 2 o'clock this afternoon, 
the request for privacy made by the royal 
family being everywhere respected in the 
most praiseworthy degree. 

While the train was conveying the body of 
the Duke to Windsor minute guns were fred 
from the warships and forts throughout 
Great Britain and Ireland, their dull, con- 
stant booming announcing far and wide that 
the remains of the unfortunate young Prince 
were on the way to their last resting place. 
In many churches, while this stage of the 
funeral was in progress, special services for 
the dead were held, and wordsof sympathy 
with the royal famiiy were uttered from 
many pulpits.

The funeral train arrived at Windsor at 
2:55 p. m., and was received with much cer- 
emony at the flower decorated raijroad sta- 
tion. The streets by that time were packed 
with sombre clad people wedged in behind 
the troops and police who Mned the route to 
the castle. As the coffin was taken ont of the 
train and placed upon the gun carriage in 
waiting a combined military band played 
“The Dead March,“ and the procession 
started towards gt. George's Chapel. The 
gun-Carriage bearing the remains was es- 
corted by a detachment of the Tenth Hussars 
(Prince of Wales’ own) the regiment in which 
the dead Prince held the rank of Major. The 
coffin was covered with the union jack and 
upon it was placed the busby of the late Duke 
with his sword and sash. The dead man’s 
charger, covered with sable trappings, was 
led behind the gun-carriage;in the stirrups 
were the dead man’s military boots, toes 
turned backward. 

The remains were preceded by a namber of 
menbers of the royal family. Following the 
body were all the personal attendants of the 

d Prince and the household of the Prince 
of Wales. The latter, as colonel of the Tenth 
Hussars, with the officers of that regiment, 
were the pall- bearers. 

While the funeral services were being con- 
ducted at Windsor memorial services were 
held in st. Paul’s Cathedral, Westminster 
Abbey and at the Chapel Royal. The Bishop 
of London officiated at St. Paul's.

The Bishop of KHoches- 
ter conducted the services. Lord Salisbury, 
owing to asevere cold was confined to ved 
and was unable to be present.

AWrvl ACCIDENT AT THE SAHAH 
STREET CROSSING OF THE WABASH. 


A Gay Orowd of Waiters Go Out for a Lark 
and Meet With a Frightful Fate—The 
Official Statement of the Trainmen— 
The Colored Driver's Story—Sad Scenes 
at the Morgue. 


‘ The most appalling catastrophe that has 
Ocourred in this vicinity for many years hap- 
pened at 10:45 o’clock last night at the 
Wabash Railroad crossing, on Sarah street. 

Ani east-bound Wabash train from Fer- 
guson Gashed Into Jesse Arnot’s Mammoth 
sleigh, utterly demolishing it and scattering 
the occupants in all directions. There were 
twenty-one men in the sleigh, eight of 
them were killed outright, four ure 
probably fatally injured and of the rest only 
two escaped anhurt. The ill-fated sleighing 
party consisted of the Clover Leaf Fishing 
Club, a company of waiters, most of them 
employed at the Merchants’ Restaurant and 
several traveling men for the Ooyle & Sar- 
geant Si Co. The party hired Arnot’s big 
sleigh, which is nothing but a band wagon 
on runners; and well wrapped up and pro- 
vided with tin hornsthey made a merry turn- 
out as they drove out along the Boulevard 
and across King’s highway to Tower Grove 
Park. The party took in all the road - houses 
on the way, and on their return trip stopped 
at Foerstel's cafe, They spent a merry hour 
in the place and left in glorious spirits, 
little dreaming of the dreadful fate awaiting 
them. With ringing laughter and the merry 
tooting of horns the sleigh dashed 
over Sarah street and approached 
the cut where the Wabasi train 
crosses. Ahighembankmentand a row of 
houses shuts off all view of the track. The 
hilarity of the party and their fur wrappings 
prevented them from hearingthe approach- 
ing train. Asthe sleigh and its occupants 
passed into the opening the train came dash- 
ing along. There was a sudden glare of the 
headlight, then the engine struck the front of 
the sleigh and there was a terrific crash, fol- 
lowed by the agonizing shrieks of strong men 
in mortal agony. The train, running 
down grade at the rate of twenty miles 
an hour had ploughed through the sleigh and 
scattered its occupants in all directions, The 
men were hurled high in the air, two landing 
on top ofthe cab, the others falling fifteen 

feet away on the south side ot the track in a 
deep sucowheap. The two lead horses 
escaped uninjured, but those nearest the 
sleigh were hürled a distance of thirty feet 
by the shock and Janced undera freight car 
ona sidetrack. The sieigh was literally cut 
in two and smashed into splinters.

A FRIGHTFUL SCENE. 

The train, which ¢aused the frightful 
catastrophe, consisted of an engine anda 
special coach, carrying Past Supreme Chan- 
color O' Nell Ryan and a delegation of the 
Legion of Honor from Ferguson where an 
installation was held.

No one seemed to Know exactiy what to do, 
and the injured were left to suffer in the 
bitter coldness of the night. The rescuing 
party had no light gave a smoky lantern, which 
Was beld te the faces of the men to 
sap Whether they were tobe placed among 
the dead or wounded, The wounded were

STORIES OF THOSE WHO ESCAPED. 


GRAPHIC DESCRIPTIONS OF THE ACCIDENT AND 
THE SCENES THAT FOLLOWED. 
John Spencer, head waiter at Sprague’s 
Broadway Delicatessen, who was one,of the 
sleighing party, and who escaped with a dis- 
located right thumb, bruised leg and shoul- 
der, told the following story of the tragedy 
to a POsT- DISPATCH reporter this morning: 
The sleighing party was gotton up by 
Henry Wagner Steward at Koerner’s Mer- 
qpants Restaurant, on Washington avenue, 
0 te the Lindel!

Wo 
were there about fifteen minutes, 
which a round of drinks was taken, and then 
we went to Foerstel’s, which is on the south 
side of the Clayton road. 1 think it was 
about 10 o'clock when we reached 
Foerstel’é, and we stayed there until 10:45. 
While there Mr. Foerstel showed us around 
through the piace, and we had several 
drinks. Wewere out for a good time, but 
when we left Foerstel’s I did not notice that 
any of the party were intoxicated. The negro 
driver of the sleigh drank beer, but Foerstel 
told me after the accident that be had tried 
to get a bottle of whisky while at his, 
Foerstel’s, place. I vas also told 
that the driver started out with a bottle of 
whisky. I did not notice, however, that he 
was drunk. He was wrapped up in warm 
rugsand had a cap, or something heavy.

STEPHENS’ ELIGIBILITY. 
‘*Observer’s’’ letter printed in another 


column springs the same point against the 


nomination of Treasurer STEPHENS that 
the Republic used in the interest of Francis 
against the nomination of Gov. Mon- 
HovsBE in 1888. Nobody thought that there 
was anything in it then, and not even the 
Republic will urge it now as a reason for

It is the rule to construe all disqualifying 
provisions strictly. The provision that 
the Governor and State Treasurer shall 
be ineligible to re-election as their own 
successors?’ cannot, therefore, apply to 
either officer except at the close of a term 
of office to which he had been elected. The 
words chosen by the framers of the consti- 
tution to express their meaning were care- 
fully selected to show that they did not in- 
tend to disqualify any Governor or Treas- 
urer serving outthe remnantof a term 
which some other man had been elected to 
fill. The simple words the Governor and 
State Treasurer shall be ineligible as their 
own successors’’ would have rendered 
Gov. Morehouse ineligible in 1888, and 
Treasurer Stephens ineligible now. But 
that was not the intent and the framers of 
the constitution made their intent unques* 
tionable by using the very different words, 
‘ineligible to re-election as their own suc- 
cessors.’’ The word ‘‘re-election’’ limits, 
and was plainly intended to limit the inel- 


| igibility to a Governor or Treasurer asking 


for a second termin succession after hav- 
ing filled one full term by popular election. 

This chdice of words was wisely made. 
Ifa man disqualified himself for election 
to the office of Treasurer by accepting an 
appointment to hold the office for a few 
months or a year, the Governor might have 
great difficulty in inducing a fit man to 
take the office when vacated by death or 
removal for cause. 
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THE CITY THE VICTIM. 


The full statement in the SuwpDAY Post- 
DISPATCH of the condition and business of 
the Municipal Electric Lighting & Power 
Co. was a complete exposure of the extent 
of the job it endeavored to put upon the 
city through the bill for its relief. 

So far from the company being the vic- 
tim of a losing contract with the city, the 
city is the victim of the shark tactics of 
this greedy corporation. It was shown in 
that statement that there isa small profit 
in the company’s contract with the city 
and larger profits in its private business, 
which it is pushing to the detriment of the 
city’s interests. Yet the company refuses 
to comply with the terms of its contract 
by failing to keep the lights up in good 
condition and neglecting to provide the 
additional lights ordered by the city. The 
city is without nearly three hundred 
lamps ordered and during December lamps 
amounting to 87 per cent of the whole 
number furnished by the company were 
out of order. 

Now that the Post-DIsSPATCH has re- 
vealed the duplicity of the company and 
demonstrated its ability to dothe work 
required of it the least the city authorities 
can do is to insist upon the rights of the 
city under the contract and force the com- 
pany to compl’ with all of its terms. The 
movement started in the Council to secure

THE CROSSING DEATH TRAP. 


The train was a special, ranning at a 
high rate of speed, the grade crossing was 
unguarded, the driver took no precaution, 
the engineer failed to blow his whistle in 
time, and the result was a terrible accident 
in which nine members of a sleighing 
party were killed and as many more seri- 
ously, some perhaps fatally, injured. 

What else could be expected under the 
circumstances? Itisthe old story of fatal 
carelessness, but it is to prevent the conse- 
quences of such carelessness which may be 
repeated at any time that the crossing 
guard should be maintained day and night. 
Had there been a watchman at the Sarah 
street crossing of the Wabash Railroad last 
night’s accident would not have happened.

The railroad companies should be com- 
pelled to keep a guard at every surface 
crossing of streets at all hours, They 
should be held responsible when through 
the negligence or absence of the guard an 
accident occurs.

The authorities should settle this matter 
for all time while the horror of last night 
sfresh and affords un answerable ground 
jfor their action.

The City Council Assumes the 
Ziegenhein Investigation, 


It Wants the Figures of the Dramshop 
License Department. 


COUNCILMAN ANDERSON BELIEVES THAT 
A SCANDAL EXISTS THERE. 


He Introduces a Resolution Demanding a 
Statement From Ziegenhein— Many 
Saloons Pay the Federal Tax and 
Escape Paying the City License— 
United States Revenue Collector Wen- 
necker’s Statement Also Wanted—An 
Official Inquiry Begun. 


In the light of the revelations made by 
the Post Disraron covering the peculiar 


business methods prevatling in Collector ‘ 


Ziegenhein’s office, the City Council has dis- 
covered that a Czar in that office is a costly 
potentate for the public purse to maintain. 
Steps have accordingly been taken to call his 
Czarship down, and the course adopted is 
exactly in line with the work already done 
by the Post-D1IsPaTcH in behalf of the proper 
administration of an important office, and in 
defense of the tax-paying public of St, Louis. 
COUNCILMAN ANDERSON’S RESOLUTION. 

At last night’s meeting ofthe City Council, 
called to order by Vice-President Sloan, the 
following resolution wasintroduced by Coun- 
cilman Anderson:

Resolved, Thatthe City Oolietor be requested to 
furnish the Counell with a statement showing the 
number of dram-shop licenses issued by him that 
were in force on Jan. 15, „ to whom issued, 
where each shop is located, the amount paid for each 
license, the date of its issue and when it expires; 
and that the City Coillec#®r be also asked to furnish 
the desired information at once. 

Mr. Anderson’s resolution was seconded b 
Councilman Nathan Cole and was adopted. 
The Clerk of the Council will at once furnish 
City Collector Zelgenhgin with a copy of the 
resolution and make formal demand upon 
that official for the facts and figures from his 
office, as specified in the Anderson resdlu- 
tion. 

THEY WANT THE FACTS. 

It will be seen that the information thus 
officially demanded from Collector Zlegen- 
hein is exactly the same for which the Post- 
DISPATCH repeatediy made demands upon 
the City Collector some timeago in its work 
of enlightening tax-payers as to 
the loose administsation of affairs 
by Czar Tiegendein. It was also 
exactly on that one point where Collector 
Ziegenhein most stubbornly exercised his 
self-claimed prerogatives as a Czar and re 
fused to open the records of his office for pub 
lie inspection. The City Collector intrenched 
himself in that refusal behind a section 
of the city ordinunces which had no 
bearing whatever upon the case in point, and 
and which both City Counsellor Marshall and 
ex-City Counsellor Bell declared applied only 
to another and altogether foreign feature 
of the tax department of the city 
collector’s office. The ordinance thus 
misapplied by Collector Ziegenhein 
was one forbiiding him to make public the 
papers supplied by the tax statements of 
merchants and manufacturers. The Collec- 
tor, in his determination not to allow the 
dramshop-license papers of his office to be 
contrasted in detail with those of United 
States Revenue Collector WenneéKker, claimed 
that saloon-keepers came untler the head of 
**merchants’’ inasmuch as they were re- 

ulre:l to pay a certain ad valorem tax upon 
their stock in trade. And thus distorting the 
ordinance in the face of the opinions rendered 
by two Clty Counsellors, Czar Ziegenhein 
shut his dramshop license books to the pub- 
lic eye and snapped his fingers at the people, 
whose servant he was until then supposed to 


be. 

The City Collector’s records then showed, 
according to the City Collector’s verbal 
statement, 1,800 sal s paying license in the 
city of St. Louis. The United states Internal 
Revenue Collector's records showed that the 
National Government was receiving revenue 
from 2,600 liquor licenses. 

No, lwon’tshow you my books,“ said 
Czar Ziexenhein to the PosT-DIsPaToa. 
Only the Mayor, the Comptroller and the 
City Council has a right to see those Ks. 

And with that ultimatum Collector Ziegen 
hein — he had closed the subject. But 
the Post- DISPATCH revelation continued, and 
the PosT-DIsrpaTcH.. investigation of the 
City Collector's office will now be taken up 
by the City Council, 

ANDERSON MEANS BUSINESS. 

Councilman Anderson was very much in 
earnest when he introduced the resolution 
asking Collector Ziegenhein for the detailed 
ficsures of the Dramshop License Department 
of the Collector's effice. He was seen by a 
PosT-DISPATCH reporter this morning in re- 
pa to the official investigation of the Col- 

ector’s office thus n. 

The investigation is made necessary upon 
Ziegenhein’s own acknov ledgments through 
the Post-DisPpatca,’’ said Mr. Anderson, 
**but Ihave also other figures which show 
still more strongly the necessity for looking 
into manayement of 
that of his office. 
The r liquor licenses 
issued in the city of St. Louis from the United 
States Revenue Collector’s o is between 
2,500 and 2,60. The number issued from 
Ziegenhein's office, on his own statement, 
is 1,800.

TWD YEARS WITHOUT FOOD. 


The Strange Case of a Woman Hovering 
Between Life and Death. 


New Yoru, Jan. 20.—A correspondent of a 
New York paper writing from Whitehall, 
Pa., gives the details of the remarkable Case 
of a woman in that village which has baffled 
medical men. Brief accounts of the peculiar 
case have come from Whitehall at various 
times, but the correspondent presents a com- 
plete review of the symptoms and the opin- 


ion of the physician who has treated the 
woman, © name is Mrs. Adam 
Wuciter and she has not swallowed 
a morsel of solid or liquid food in 660 
days. Mrs. Wuchter’s case is one that has 
puzzled all the local physicians and has at - 
tracted the attention of many eminent medi. 
calmen in various parts of the State and 
country. She lies now blind, bedridden. par- 
alyzed and wasted toa shadow, almost pulse- 
less, and yet she is hardly less feeble than 
when ber condition first attracted attention, 
tully a year and a half ago. 

At that time her death was regularly pre- 
dicted with each recurring week, yet she still 
lives, showing a tenacity of lite that is as 
mysterious as itis unusual, taking ho medi- 
cine and almost no sustevance, swallowing 
nothing, either solid or fluid, and Iiving, it 
would seem, party by substances held in the 
mouth fora brief interval and absorbed by 
the glands and 13 and perhaps entirely dy 
superhuman will power. 

Mrs. Wuchter has not had good health. for 
ten years. About that time she suffered from 
a d whicha left her with ah. 
Gradually her voice began to fail, 
vocal cords refuse’ to perform their func- 
tion and she could only make the breathing 
and aspirate sounds. Her words became al- 
most unintelligible toa stranger. The wast- 
ing pf©cess continued and a little more than 
awe pease ago Dr. Charles Seliger of Sieg- 
fried’s Bridge, made a thorough examina- 
tion * diagnosis. He came to the conciu- 
sion that his patient was suffering from 
cancer of the pharynx. Shortl 
after this swallowing became difficult 
for Mrs. Wuchter and, according to Dr. Sei- 
ger’s records, on Good Friday, April 4, 1890 
she was unable not only to masticate and 
swallow food but also todrink water. It was 
never a voluntary act upon Mrs. Wuchter’s 
part. When food or drink was offered to her 
she assayed to partake of it, but was unable 
to do so. Her efforts to obtain nourishment 
brought on convulsions of an epileptic na- 
ture. These were repeated at frequent inter- 
vals, sometimes as many as forty occurring 
in one day. A paralytic stroke followed in 
August, 1990, which affected her left side. 
Then she lost the entire sight of her rignt 
eye, and could only distinguish between day 
and night with the other eye. Both the:e re- 
sulted from the convulsions. For a while 
she was bathed frequently and her hand was 
kept Immersed In water. More recently still 
the convulsions have become less frequent, 
and she is abie to retain fora brief moment a 
mouthful of soup, beef extract or water, and
